In  1965  Congressional  legislation  created  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities 
and  defined  the  humanities: 

.  .  .  the  term  humanities  includes  but  is  not  limited  to  the  study  of  the 
following:  languages,  both  modern  and  classical;  linguistics;  literature;  history; 
jurisprudence;  philosophy;  archaeology;  comparative  religion;  ethics;  the 
history,  theory,  and  practice  of  the  arts;  those  aspects  of  the  social 
sciences  which  have  humanistic  content  and  employ  humanistic  methods; 
and  the  study  and  application  of  the  humanities  to  the  current  conditions 
of  national  life. 
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The  humanities,  in  brief,  are  a  civilization's  organized  tradition  of  self -consciousness.  All 
societies  have  rules,  habits  of  thought  and  behavior,  representative  images  of  human  destiny, 
collective  views  of  the  past,  established  beliefs,  and  objects  of  worship.  It  is  a  distinguishing 
characteristic  of  those  societies  we  call  civilized  that  they  attempt  to  bring  these  rules,  habits, 
beliefs,  and  sacred  objects  to  articulate  consciousness  and  to  establish  a  system  for  their  study 
and  criticism.  The  humanistic  impulse,  when  thwarted  or  suppressed,  leaves  a  vacuum;  It  means 
that  society  is  deprived  of  conceptions,  images,  metaphors,  judgments  of  the  past  that  give  it  a 
sense  of  the  meaning  and  context  of  what  it  is  experiencing.

The  natural  sciences  offer  us  much  needed  answers  and  solutions.  The  social  sciences,  now  and 
then,  offer  us  helpful  explanations  —  along  with,  occasionally,  a  good  deal  of  dreary, 
pompous,  overwrought  language.  The  humanities,  in  the  hands  of  some,  can  also  be  reduced  to 
precious,  bloated,  and  murky  prose.  But  the  humanities  at  their  best  give  testimony  to  man's 
continuing  effort  to  make  moral,  philosophical,  and  spiritual  sense  of  this  world  —to  evoke  its 
complexity,  its  ironies,  inconsistencies,  contradictions,  and  ambiguities.  The  humanities  begin,  for 
a  scientist,  when  he  or  she  starts  asking  what  a  particular  fact  or  discovery  will  mean  for  those 
who  want  to  comprehend  the  obligations,  the  responsibilities  of  citizenship,  the  possibilities  and 
limitations  a  given  society  presents.  The  humanities  come  into  play,  for  a  social  scientist,  when 
he  or  she  starts  wondering  what  some  observation  or  theoretical  construct  or  piece  of  data  tells 
us  about  himself  or  herself  —  the  person  who  has  made  a  discovery,  who  lives  with  and  by  some 
larger  vision  of  things.

My  own  view  is  that  the  humanities  cannot  be  defined  in  terms  of  disciplines  alone,  that  one 
must  identify  the  central  concerns  of  the  humanities  and  construct  a  definition,  if  one  is  required, 
around  that  core.  The  basic  objective  of  humanists,  and  of  the  humanistic  disciplines,  is  the 
development  of  a  critical  ability,  including  a  capacity  for  self-criticism,  that  extends  well  beyond 
the  disciplines  themselves  and  can  be  applied  in  all  areas  of  life.  This  objective,  the  means  of 
achieving  it,  should  be  the  principal  ingredient  in  any  definition  of  the  humanities.

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FROM  THE  CHAIRMAN 


For  years,  teaching  university  classes  in  the 
humanities  and  in  English,  I  have  stressed  Socrates' 
admonition  that  the  unexamined  life  is  not  worth 
living.  In  class,  most  students  have  allowed  me  to 
think  that  the  study  of  these  subjects  would  have  a 
positive  effect  on  the  conduct  of  their  lives,  that  the 
discussion  of  human  values  in  relation  to  the  everyday 
activities  of  their  lives  was  potentially  beneficial  to 
them.  I  have,  however,  no  general  sense  of  what 
effect  the  humanities  actually  have  had  on  these 
people,  yet  I  remain  convinced  that  there  should  be  an 
ongoing  dialogue  between  academic  humanists  and 
the  public. 

Therefore,  I  welcomed  the  establishment  of  the 
Montana  Committee  for  the  Humanities,  which  was 
designed  to  give  the  public  access  to  the  humanities 
and  to  bring  academic  humanists  to  the  public  to 
permit  humanistically-informed  explorations  of  issues 
of  public  policy.  Apparently  other  people  agreed  with 
me  that  this  focus  and  a  single  theme  were  too  restric- 
tive, for  MCH  is  now  enabled  to  fund  other  kinds  of 
humanities  projects  in  the  public  interest.  The 
"American  Short  Story  Film  Series"  project,  which 
took  place  in  six  different  communities  this  spring, 
reflects  this  broadening  of  guidelines. 

In  the  last  year  of  a  three-year  term  on  the 
Montana  Committee  for  the  Humanities,  I  am  honored 
to  chair  this  group  of  dedicated  Montana  citizens  from 
diverse  backgrounds,  both  academic  and  public.  The 
Montana  Committee  for  the  Humanities  has  been 
identified  as  one  of  the  exemplary  state-based  public 
programs  in  the  country:  one  that  is  responsive  both 
to  the  enabling  legislation  and  to  the  people  of 
Montana.  Naturally,  the  MCH  continually  examines  its 
funding  criteria  in  order  to  broaden  and  deepen  this 
response,  and  I  have  been  impressed  by  the  energy 
and  integrity  of  MCH  members,  past  and  present, 
who,  as  unpaid  volunteers,  devote  long  hours  to 
reviewing  proposals  and  traveling  to  and  attending 
meetings  at  different  sites.  Dr.  Margaret  Kingsland, 
the  Executive  Director  of  the  Montana  Committee  for 
the  Humanities,   and  her  staff  figure  greatly   in  the 


achievements  of  the  MCH.  The  diligence,   patience, 
and  fortitude  of  the  MCH  staff  are  indeed  remarkable. 

Twice  during  the  past  year  at  national  pro- 
fessional meetings  where  presumably  speakers 
assumed  that  there  was  no  one  present  from 
Montana,  I  have  heard  references  to  Montana  as  the 
place  in  the  country  most  deficient  in  cultural  affairs, 
in  the  exercise  of  the  intellect  in  the  public  arena  —  as 
the  barbarian  province  to  someone  else's  Athens  or 
Rome.  You  and  I  know  how  unfair  and  inappropriate 
these  remarks  are,  even  as  we  acknowledge  that  there 
is  plenty  of  opportunity  for  Montana  to  develop  in 
these  areas.  I  was  pleased  to  be  present  at  these 
meetings  and  to  be  able  to  cite  several  of  the  many 
achievements  of  and  awards  to  Montana's  academic 
humanists,  honors  which  have  been  won  in  national 
competitions.  And  I  took  pride  in  being  able  to 
describe  to  these  people  the  many  MCH  projects 
which  have,  more  than  in  many  another  state,  brought 
lively,  humanistically-informed  discussions  of  such 
issues  as  tribal  laws,  sexism,  water  use,  urban  and 
small  town  governance,  genetic  screening,  single 
parenting,  land  use,  and  resource  development  to  a 
wide  distribution  of  small  communities  throughout  the 
state. 

To  provide  public  access  to  the  humanities  which 
results  in  humanities  projects  of  public  interest  is  an 
immensely  valuable  func- 
tion of  MCH,  I  agree,  but 
moving  academic  human- 
ists into  the  world  of  public 
affairs  and  concerns, 
where  they  can  test  for 
themselves  that  central 
humanistic  principle  that 
the  unexamined  life  is  not 
worth  living  and  thus  be 
able  to  speak  from  imme- 
diate experience,  is,  in  my 
opinion,  even  more  valu- 
able.

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MONTANA  COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  HUMANITIES 


With  this  report  the  Montana  Committee  for  the 
Humanities  reviews  nearly  six  years  of  public  programs 
in  the  humanities  in  Montana.  Begun  in  1972  as  a 
state-based  program  of  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Humanities,  a  federal  agency,  the  Committee  has 
sought  to  emphasize  the  central  role  of  the  humanities 
in  understanding  issues  of  broad  public  concern.  The 
members  of  the  Committee,  who  have  come  from  all 
parts  of  Montana,  have  brought  to  their  grant-making 
activities  many  different  insights  into  the  natures  of 
their  communities  and  the  interests  of  their  fellow 
citizens,  as  well  as  a  common  belief  that  the 
humanities  ought  not  be  confined  to  the  classroom  or 
the  research  library.  Past  and  present  members  of  the 
Montana  Committee  for  the  Humanities  have  shared  a 
conviction  that  literature,  philosophy,  history,  and 
other  humanistic  disciplines  are  vital  resources  for 
understanding  how  the  past  shapes  the  present,  how 
human  actions  reflect  patterns  of  thought  and  feeling 
that  have  developed  over  the  centuries,  and  how 
public  questions  are  rooted  inevitably  in  judgments 
about  ethics  and  values. 

In  January,  1 972,  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities  invited  five  distinguished  scholars  in 
Montana  to  plan  a  state  humanities  program  that 
would  support  dialogue  among  Montana's  scholars 
and  other  citizens  on  issues  of  public  policy.  By  the 
following  October  the  nuclear  Committee  had 
completed  state-wide  planning  and  consultation,  ex- 
panded to  include  members  from  various  public  and 
academic  sectors,  and  received  a  first-year  grant  of 
$155,000  to  support  public  programs  in  the 
humanities.  During  this  first  grant  period  —  October, 
1972  through  September,  1973  -  the  Committee 
made  38  grants  in  support  of  dialogue  on  issues  of 
public  policy  relating  to  the  theme  "Political  Power  in 
Montana." 

In  October,  1973,  the  Committee  began  its 
second  year  of  operations  with  14  members  from 
across  the  state,  and  a  grant  of  $275,000  from  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities.  During  the 
1973-1974  grant  period  the  Committee  made  49  grant 
awards  for  public  programs  in  the  humanities 
addressing  again,  "Political  Power  in  Montana." 


In  the  1974-1975  grant  period  the  Montana  Com- 
mittee for  the  Humanities  chose  as  its  theme  "Private 
Rights  and  Public  Choices,"  and  received  a  grant  of 
$295,000  to  support  public  programs  in  the  humanities 
in  public  policy  in  Montana.  The  Committee  awarded 
41  grants  to  program  sponsors  in  the  state. 

1975-1976  was  the  Montana  Committee  for  the 
Humanities'  fourth  grant  period.  Public  programs 
continued  to  address  the  theme  of  "Private  Rights  and 
Public  Choices,"  with  another  grant  of  $295,000  from 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  in  support 
of  47  different  projects  in  the  state. 

In  June,  1978,  the  Committee  completed  its  fifth 
grant  period,  which  began  in  October  of  1976.  During 
this  21 -month  period  the  Montana  Committee  for  the 
Humanities  made  81  different  grants  (three  of  which 
were  cancelled  programs)  with  funds  from  a  grant 
award  totaling  $466,360  from  the  National  Endowment 
for  the  Humanities.  These  programs  have  explored 
various  aspects  of  the  theme  "Traditions  in 
Transition."

New  momentum  was  given  to  the  Montana 
Committee  for  the  Humanities  in  1977  when  the 
Congress,  as  part  of  its  reauthorizing  legislation  for  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities,  significantly 
broadened  program  opportunities  open  to  the  state 
committees  and  encouraged  them  to  develop  new 
ways  of  expanding  their  public  service.

MONTANA  COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  HUMANITIES 


Membership 

Eighteen  Montanans  may  serve  on  the  Montana 
Committee  for  the  Humanities.  Recent  Congressional 
action  permits  the  Governor  to  appoint  two  Commit- 
tee members.  The  remaining  16  are  elected  by  the 
Committee  after  state-wide  calls  for  nominations  and 
recommendations.  The  Committee  often  receives  30 
to  40  nominations  for  each  membership  opening,  and 
has  been  extremely  grateful  for  the  willingness  of 
Montanans  to  guide  this  state-based  program  in  the 
humanities.  Committee  members  serve  voluntarily, 
and  are  only  reimbursed  for  travel  and  per  diem 
expenses  incurred  while  attending  Committee 
meetings.  With  the  exception  of  the  Governor's  ap- 
pointees, who  serve  for  terms  concurrent  with  the 
Governor's,  members  serve  for  three-year  terms.  They 
come  from  a  wide  range  of  groups,  geographic  areas, 
and  professional  interests  in  the  state,  and  include 
scholars  in  the  humanities  as  well  as  members  of  the 
general  public. 

The  Montana  Committee  for  the  Humanities 
elects  a  new  chairperson  and  vice  chairperson 
annually  from  among  its  members.  The  Committee 
meets  quarterly.  Meetings  are  open  and  places  and 
dates  are  announced  in  state-wide  press  releases. 

Grant  Making 

Proposals  for  less  than  $10,000  are  reviewed 
monthly  by  a  five-person  Grants  Committee,  which 
meets  by  conference  phone  call.  The  Grants 
Committee's  recommendations  are  then  circulated  to 


the  full  Committee  members,  who  can  accept  or  reject 
the  recommendations.  Applications  for  $10,000  or 
more  are  considered  in  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the 
full  Committee. 

The  Montana  Committee  for  the  Humanities 
awards  grants  on  a  matching  and  competitive  basis  to 
non  profit  citizens'  groups,  institutions,  state 
agencies,  and  ad  hoc  groups.  From  1972  to  1978  the 
policies  established  by  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Humanities  limited  the  Montana  Committee  for  the 
Humanities  to  funding  programs  on  issues  of  public 
policy  which  involved  scholars  in  the  humanities, 
related  to  the  MCH  theme,  avoided  advocacy, 
involved  program  participants  and  audience  members 
in  dialogue,  provided  for  local  cost-sharing,  and 
addressed  the  adult,  out-of-school  public  in  Montana. 
These  limitations  were  recently  removed  by  the 
Congressional  re-authorizing  legislation  of  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities. 

In  1978,  after  state-wide  consultation,  the  MCH 
grant  criteria  were  broadened  to  enable  funding  for 
public  programs  on  subjects  of  community  interest 
and  concern,  not  only  issues  of  public  policy.  Also  in 
1978,  the  Montana  Committee  for  the  Humanities 
identified  a  total  of  three  possible  themes  to  serve  as 
foci  for  public  programs  in  the  1978-1979  grant  period. 

The  Montana  Committee  for  the  Humanities 
looks  forward  with  pleasure  to  its  new  opportunities 
and  responsibilities  to  strengthen  and  deepen 
Montanans'  awareness  and  appreciation  of  the  study 
of  the  liberal  arts.
